Tuesday, April 7, 1925

W. A. Russell
vas elected to be President pro tempore of the Senate,

by acclamation and was escorted to a seat by the Presi-
dent's side by a committee composed of Messrs. Calkins,
Singletary and Turner.

Air. Hoclges presented the name of Charles A. Finley of
Columbia County, to be Secretary.

There being no other nominations for the office, Mr.
Charles A. Finley was elected Secretary of the Senate by
acclamation.

The Chief Justice tof the Supreme Court administered
the oath of office to Mr. Chas. A. Finley as Secretary of
the Senate.
